Batavia, April 1—The Govern- 
ment answor to a question in tho 
People’s Council regarding Rursian 
dumping confirms that piece goods 
of ‘Russian origin are importod 
into’ the Dutch East Indics, The 
only restriction is in the matter af 
Saviet propaganda. : 

Originally the goods were marked 
8 coming from Germany,: but on 
the insistence of the representative 
of the Batavia firm concerned they 
were lator marked ‘as ‘being from 
European Russia, | ae 
-The goods are of excellent 
quality, and are obviously’ pro- 
duced by factories with first-rate 
equipment and by skilled labour. . 
In view of this the Government 
considers it out of question that 
ths goods could. bo, produced” by 
methods of labour, objectionable to 
civilised countries. It may bo true 
.that the conditions for skilled 
workers in Russia ore -uniavour- 
able, but this is no reason for the 
Covernment to take measures ‘o | 
prevent importation:
